PELHAM — The sun 
poked its way through the 
clouds long enough for a 
record crowd to take part 
in Pelham’s seventh annual 
Eggstravaganza at Marlene 
Stewart Streit Park on 
Saturday. 

Katie Thorpe, Pelham's 
community services co¬ 
ordinator, said the day nor¬ 
mally sees about 500 chil¬ 
dren and their parents come 
out to search for chocolate 
Easter Eggs in the park. 

Though she didn’t have a 
number on those who came 
out, the line stretched from 
the park, up the hill to the 
upper parking lot. There 
may have been close to 
1,000 in attendance, includ¬ 
ing Niagara West Glanbrook 
MPP Tim Hudak, who 
is also leader of Ontario 
Conservatives, his wife Deb 
Hutton and their daughter, 
Miller. 

Thorpe said the park 


was set up in three areas, 
one for children five and 
under; children between 
six and nine; and children 
between 10 and 12. In 
each area there was one 
golden egg among all of 

“The golden egg had a 
prize of four movies passes 
for Seaway Mall Cinemas. 
Whoever found the egg had 
to bring it to the mayor,” 
Thorpe said.

Crossley’s track and field 
team to use to sell hot- 
dogs. All funds raised 
from the day were to go 
to the high school’s track 
team, which were help¬ 
ing out by supplying 
volunteers.

Fenwick wants flagpole to stay

PELHAM — Fenwick resi¬ 
dents love their flagpole in 
the centre of the village. 

A suggestion to move the 
pole in a redesign of down¬ 
town streets drew a stiff 
reaction at an open house 
last week. 

“ft’s like moving the Eiffel 
tower in Paris,” said a resi¬ 
dent who declined to give 
his name. 

The town and its engi¬ 
neering designers held the 
open house at Old Pelham 
Town Hall to present three 
options and draw public 

They outlined recommen¬ 
dations for parking changes, 
narrower streets and side¬ 
walk designs along with new 

and the replacement of 
overhead power lines with 
underground services. 

For the flagpole, they sug¬ 
gest moving it onto a new 
boulevard at the side of 
Maple St. or down Canboro 
Rd. to the comer of Welland 
Rd. 

Community and infra¬ 
structure services director 
Kelly Walsh said the idea 
was to improve safety in the 
Maple St. and Canboro Rd. 
intersection. 


“It would make it easier 
for trucks to turn," he said. 

However, in light of the 
public reaction, the engi¬ 
neers will have to give the 
flagpole a second look. 

The designs recommend 
limiting parking to one side 
of Canboro St. 


"No one wants to see a 
big reduction in parking but 
eliminating parking on one 
side seemed acceptable,” 
Walsh said. 

Gwenn Alves said, after 
looking at charts during the 
open house, she wanted 
parking available in front 


of the places she was going 
such as the post office and 

“I’m there for a few min¬ 
utes,” she said, not caring 
for the idea of parking in a 
lot and walking over. 

Ward 1 Coun. Larry Clark 
saw a potential problem 


with a parking space in front 
of a garage on Canboro. 

“They pull out onto the 
street when moving cars are 
around,” he said. 

Larry Lethby, who lives 
near the corner of Church 
St. and Canboro, chatted 
with Clark. 

“We have water flow 
problems down Church,” he 
said checking the suggested 
designs for the intersection 
and new sewer lines. 

The study area includes 
Canboro Rd. from just west 
of Church St. to a point 
four lots west of Baxter 

It covers Maple St. north 
to the model railway club’s 
building and the intersec¬ 
tions of Welland Rd. and 
Baxter Lane. 

The street overhaul proj¬ 
ect could cost $2.3 mil¬ 
lion, including $1.2 million 
for red brick street work, 
sewers and waterlines and 
$1.1 to relocate utilities. 

Without federal and pro¬ 
vincial financial support 
the project would be “a no 
go," said Walsh. 

Staging the work over a 
period of time would be 
impractical, he said. “It’s 
too small an area to do in 
sections.” 

However, the town is 
preparing design draw¬ 


ings, holding the open 
house, gathering reaction 
and coming up with a final 
plan to be ready. If money 
becomes available, "we 
could go to tender within a 
month,” Walsh said. 

In the meantime, the 
plan would sit on a shelf, 
said Steven Overend, proj¬ 
ect manager for AECOM, 
which is preparing the 

The company came up 
with three options to give 
Fenwick residents choices. 

“Most people will take 
what they consider the best 
from each design,” he said. 
"From the comments we’U 
work out a final one.” 

Mayor Dave Augustyn 
said, for the moment, 
Fenwick revitalization in 
the town’s long-term capi¬ 
tal budget for 2014 but 
could move ahead if the 
opportunity presents itself. 

That’s how Fonthill fell 
under the federal and 
provincial infrastructure 
programs. 

The town upgraded the 
Ridgeville commercial area 
in 2004. 

Deadline for comments 
on downtown Fenwick’s 
redesign is Friday, May 6.

T he Pelham Active Transportation 
Committee (PATC), in cooperation 
with the Fonthill Library is planning walking 
workshops at the Fonthill Library on 
Wednesday, May 3. A one hour session is 
planned at 3:30 p.m. and an evening session is 
set for 7 p.m. Please register ahead of time. 

Walking is free, easy and friendly. More 
walking equals better health and walking 
creates a healthier environment. PATC wants 
to engage our citizens to start a walking club 
in your neighbourhood; to share great walking 
routes in Pelham; and to learn what PATC is 
doing to make it easier and safer for you to walk 
and cycle in Pelham. 

A feature of the workshop will be a 


demonstration of urban poling, a technique 
that uses 90% of all muscles and burns up to 
46% more calories than normal walking. 

Some of the main benefits that occur when 
a neighbourhood launches a walking groups 
include: community development; building 
friendships and community connections “one 
step at a time”; members gain improved health 
through the mental and physical benefits of 
walking and the community becomes safer with 
more eyes and ears aware of what is happening in 
our neighbourhoods. 

As a regular activity, walking is important in 
the prevention of many conditions, such as: type 2 
diabetes, high blood pressure, depression, lower 
back pain, heart disease, stroke, osteoporosis 
and more. Walking also improves psychological 
well-being, metabolism, muscle strength and 
flexibility, strength and endurance, respiratory 
function, concentration and memory. 

For those looking for safe, off-road trails 
nearby, Pelham has many choices. The Steve 
Bauer Trail system is one of Pelham’s jewels. 

lust outside town off Hollow Road in Thorold 
is the Stjohn’s Conservation area which not 


only is the site for the start of trout season but 
also boasts several walking trails that enter 
parts of Pelham. 

The Short Hills Provincial Park is accessible 
off Roland Road next to White Meadows Farm 
or down Cataract Road to Wiley Road just 
before DeCew Falls or off Pelham Road in West 
St. Catharines. 

Closer to home and less known are the trails 
throu^i Mariene Stewart Street Park and the Nature 
Conservancy Trails through the Lathrop Property. 

Forthose that travel to the southern part of 
Pelham, walking trails can be found in the Bradshaw 
Memorial Park on Chantler Road and at the 
E.C.Brown Conservation area on River Road just 
west of O’Reilly's bridge. 

Whether you are an experienced walker or 
hiker or just starting out, take time this spring to 
walk on Pelham!

To honour the hard work 
and commitment of volun¬ 
teers Pelham Art Festival 
held its volunteer apprecia¬ 
tion night on Wednesday at 
Pelham Public Library.

“The library is really the 
hub of arts and culture in a 
small town so that’s why we 
do it,” TeBrake said. 


For the past 25 years the 
festival has held its fine art 
show, now a juried show that 
takes place in the Pelham 
Arena every Mother’s Day 
weekend. 

Stowe said the festival’s 
donations help the library 
purchase more books, 
e-books, audio books and 
DVDs. 

“The people in town are 
really going to enjoy having 
these supplemental materi¬ 
als,” Stowe said. 

Stowe and library board 
chair Robert Winter pre¬ 
sented festival committee 


members with a plaque re¬ 
naming the library meeting 
room The Pelham Art Festival 
Room, recognizing the festi¬ 
val has generated more than 
$300,000 for the library. 

Maxine Gaylor, a former 
library chairwoman and cur¬ 
rent festival volunteer, said 
the library is important and 
she enjoys being part of the 
festival.

Hidden talents will be going on display

PELHAM — Blown-glass 
sculptures, abstract art, realist 
portraits and more will be dis¬ 
played and sold by more titan 60 
artisans at next month’s Pelham 
Art Festival 

The silver anniversary event 
— it is held annually to sup¬ 
port Pelham Public library — is 
hosted by Pelham Art Festival 
and Pelham Art Association on 
Mother’s Day weekend, May 6 to 
8, at the Pelham Arena on Haist St 

To celebrate the 25th anni¬ 
versary of the festival, $25,000 
will be donated to help build the 
Maple Acre branch library in 
Fenwick. 

The festival began in 1985 
as a one-day fundraiser for the 
Fonthill library and was hosted 
in a backyard. 

Beverly Sneath, a real¬ 
ist painter, sculptor and silk 
painter who likes to change her 
medium because she enjoys 
versatility, taught art classes at 
the library for 20 years and was 
always involved with Pelham 
Art Festival, from the back yard 
to behind the scenes. 

“I think there is a connection 
between literature and the arts,” 
she said “It’s a really nice show 
to do. I feel connected to the 
library, Pelham and the artistic 
community.” 

When Pelham town council 
voted to build a new Fonthill 
branch library years ago, the 
festival donated $40,000 to the 
project 

In the ensuing 23 years, 
Pelham Art Festival donated 
$10,000 a year to the library 
and $1,000 to a graduating 
art student from E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School, a tradition 


the festival will continue this 
year in addition to making the 
Fenwick library donation. 

"We are very appreciative 
of their efforts,” said assistant 
head librarian Laura Kmety. 
“The money funds many 
library programs like children’s 
summer activities.” 

The festival’s Gala Evening on 
May 6, from 7 to 10 p.m., costs $8 
and includes live entertainment 
and buffet Festival advertis¬ 
ing co-ordinator and artist Pat 
Haftar said it’s the best night to 
see what artists have to offer.

“What are cold sores and how do I get rid of them?” This is a common question asked by 
many people. Cold sores are caused by the herpes simplex virus (HSV-1). This is not the 
same virus that causes genital heipes but they are related. There are estimates that 80% 
of the population carry the virus and 60 million people have out breaks once or more per 
year. The virus is contracted by an individual when they come in to contact with another 
individual who is infected. Usually young children get them from relatives through kisses, 
or touching their faces after coming in to contact with the virus with their hands. Some 
people carry the vims but never get an actual cold sore. It is when people have the actual 
cold sore that they are contagious. Once you have contracted the vims you can never get 
rid of it However, there are many treatments for cold sores and some steps to take to 
prevent an outbreak. 

The main prescription cream is called Zovirax. The cream works by preventing DNA 
replication of the vims. Similarly there is an oral medication by prescription called Valtrex. 
This is taken as a dose of 2 grams twice a day for two doses. It has been shown to shorten 
the duration of a cold sore episode by one day. There are many non-prescription remedies 
on the market. One of the most expensive but proven effective creams is called Abreva. 
This cream works by preventing the spread of the vims from cell to cell. It has been shown 
to improve healing time by about 17 hours compared to placebo. 

Another cream which generally seems to help healing is Super Lysine Plus +. Lysine can 
also be taken orally and seems to reduce recurrences of herpes infection and reduce the 
severity and healing time. It is thought that lysine works because it competes with arginine, 
another amino acid, for uptake in to cells. Arginine is used by the virus for replication. If 
you have more lysine than arginine in your cells you have less virus production. 
Chocolate and nuts are rich in arginine if you are a cold sore sufferer you may want to 
avoid them. Vegetables, fish and dairy are lysine rich foods and may help you avoid a cold 
sore breakout. There are a number of other creams on the market. Lipactin, Zilactin-L and 
ACSO. There are cost differences between them and they work in different ways. ACSO is 
the most expensive and works by drying the blister. Some of the others specifically treat 
the pain of the blister but may not shorten its duration. 

If you are a frequent sufferer of cold sores its best to talk to your doctor about which of 
the above treatments would be best for you. You want to make sure you have your cold 
sore treatment ready because most of the products work best at the first sign of the cold 
sore, (usually signaled by a tingling or burning sensation where the blister breaks out). If 
you know what triggers your cold sores, try to avoid them. Some individuals say that sun, 
oranges, chocolate and lipstick are their biggest triggers. If you feel a cold sore coming on 
avoid direct contact with other individuals. Teach your children to avoid sharing drinks, lip 
balm, and lipstick so they can avoid contracting the virus.

Farmers tip off regional chair to waste management

PELHAM — Regional Chair 
Gary Burroughs came to 
lecture about waste manage¬ 
ment but left with a lesson. 

He said he thought he 
knew all there was about bio¬ 
solid waste fertilization, but 
a Pelham farmer gave him 
second thoughts. 

John Sonneveld grows soy, 
wheat and corn on his own 
and leased fields along the 


Welland River. 

He said he finds some of 
biowastes form a sealant in 
the ground, blocking rather 
than releasmg nutrients. 

Burroughs called his dis¬ 
cussion with Sonneveld the 
type of practical input the 
region needs as it devel¬ 
ops its waste management 
strategies. 

“I’m going away with 
insight,” said Burroughs, who 
met Sonneveld Tuesday night 
when the chair spoke at the 


60th annual Fonthill Lions 
Club Agricultural Night at 
the Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 613 hall. 

In a question-and-answer 
session, Pelham farmers gave 
him more seeds for thought. 

A dairy farmer said agricul¬ 
ture has come under a lot of 
pressure since the Walkerton 
pollution disaster. 

“When I want to expand 
my herd, I have to ensure I 
can take care of my wastes,” 
he said. 


He wondered why cities 
like Welland, St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls don’t have 
to ensure they can handle 
sewage when developers plan 
housing developments. 

A question was raised 
about spending more for 
water even though residents 
have carried out conservation 
measures. 

Burroughs said conser¬ 
vation efforts as well as 
improvements to infrastruc¬ 
ture have improved the avail¬ 
ability of water. 

“You probably remem¬ 
ber restrictions on watering 
lawns and fields to every 
second day,” he explained. 
“That was because our system 
had reached capacity limits. 
Now we’re using about 35% 
capacity.” 

In an interview, Burroughs 
said it’s fixed costs that keep 
the price of water steady. 

The region will soon release 
a pamphlet explaining how 
water costs are set and ben¬ 
efits of conservation, he said. 

In his main address, 
Burroughs said waste man¬ 
agement works best when 
people believe in what they 
are going. 

He compared the Canadian 
mind-set of resistance to 
recycling steps to that of 
Sweden where recycling and 
use of wastes to fuel energy 
production runs smoothly. 

In Sweden “they don't have 
garbage pickup," he said. 

Instead, waste and recy¬ 
clable materials are put into 
three tubs divided by the 
materials. The tubes can be 
10 kilometres long and feed 
into a plant to create pelts 
to burn in a power plant as 
well as to create biosolids for 
fields. 

“In Sweden, they make it 
easy for residents. It’s well 
done because they believe 
in it,” he said. “They do a lot 
more than we do with their 

Burroughs said he’s still a 
believe incineration of gar¬ 
bage. An excellent example is 
in Niagara Falls, N.Y. 

Landfills are too expensive 
too run and when filled have 
to be monitored for decades 
because of leaching, he 
explained to the Agricultural 
Night audience. 

That is why the region is 
diverting as much as it can 
from landfills through recy¬ 
cling and biosolids. 

"We’re getting good market 


rates for our products,” he 
said about the region’s sale of 
recyclable materials such as 
paper and plastics. 

"We want to make it 
easier, so you will want to do 
it,” he said about recycling. 
“We have garages across the 
regions filled with sorted 
materials. We’re going to find 
ways to make it easier.” 

The 60th annual 
Agricultural Night opened 
with a moment of silence 
for Gord Klager. The charter 
member of the Fonthill Lions 
Club, who died in December 
at 95, ran the annual salute to 
the local farming industry for 
50 years. 

Fonthill Lion president 
Tom Boyce said the evening 
received a grant from TD 
Bank as well as excellent sup¬ 


port from local businesses, 
which donated draw prizes 
for the night. 

The Lions club uses pro¬ 
ceeds from the dinner and 
draw for local charities and 
for projects to assist services 
for the blind. It also contrib¬ 
utes to Lions International, 
which recently assisted 
Japanese earthquake and 
flooding victims. 

In a presentation, Lion 
Fred Arbour received a 
Melvin Jones Fellowship for 
his contributions to Lions 
Club International. 

The honour, named after 
the Lions founder, is the high¬ 
est award in the movement. 
Only three Fonthill Lions 
have received it since 1945. 

Arbour said he was taken 
completely by surprise.

Bieda says he’s in 
tune with family, 
agricultural needs

PELHAM — For Liberal 
candidate Stephen Bieda, this 
is his first attempt at breaking 
into federal politics, and he’s 
doing it on a scramble. 

Bieda was named the 
Liberal candidate for Niagara 
West-Glanbrook after the 
federal election was called. 
With the help of his family, 
friends and die local Liberal 
riding association, Bieda built 
his local campaign on the go. 

“We face an uphill battle,” 
he said in an interview just 
before an open house at 
Royal Canadian Legion 
bwranch 613 in Fonthill. 

But the 42-year-old said he 
enjoys running from door-to- 
door in the vast riding, which 
stretches from Pelham to 
Mount Hope. 

"We surprised people on 
the hill in Grimsby today," 
he said, adding few people 
expected a candidate to reach 
their homes. 

Bieda lives in Stoney Creek 
but grew up in Pelham. He 


graduated from E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School and Brock 
University. 

For about 20 years, he 
worked with his father at 
Bieda Farm and Leisure, 
later to become Bieda 
Powersports, in Fenwick. 
After a couple of years work¬ 
ing in Ottawa promoting 
alternative fuel vehicles, he 
now has a business as an 
eco-preneur and clean-tech 
consultant in Stoney Creek. 

He said he sees develop¬ 
ment and manufacturing in 
green industries as a future 
for jobs in Niagara. 

“But we have a long way to 
go,” he said in criticism of the 
Conservative government’s 
lack of interest in climate 
change and ways to stop it. 

Using electric cars as an 
example, he said the United 
States already has thousands 
of charging stations, while 
Canada only has a handful. 

“There are legislative hur¬ 
dles to overcome that need to 
be addressed.”

Heatley has first-hand knowledge of issues

LINCOLN — For David 
Heatley, it’s the fourth time 
around. 

The New Democrat notices 
a difference during his door- 
to-door campaign and visits to 
seniors residences. 

“More people are responding 
to us and taking another look at 
things,” he said. 

Heatley, 53, in the past three 
elections finished third, behind 
the Conservative and Liberal 
candidates in Niagara West- 
Glanbrookriding. 

Environmentalconcemsdrew 
Heatley to politics and the New 
Democrats, said the Tuscarora 
who grew up in Hamilton. 

He actively opposed the Red 
Hill expressway in Hamilton 
because of the damage it did to 
the Red Hill Valley. 


"The ecology is already chang¬ 
ing in the valley floor with ground 

Jobs remains a major issue for 
the riding. Manufacturing plants 
have closed in Hamilton and 
across Niagara. 

However, with a new 
approach, he said, there are 
opportunities to create new jobs 
with the rising costs in oil and 
energy. He sees the develop¬ 
ment of green energy manufac¬ 
turing industries in the region as 
the best way to go. 

“We got the land, we got the 
buildings and we got the labour 
to start diem up.” 

The area has the resources to 
build the frames and panels for 
solar units, electric cars in auto 
plants and make the steel for 
wind turbines. Niagara is also 
located dose to Canadian and 
American markets. 

Heatley, who spent three

“I know all about accessibil¬ 
ity issues," he said, noting an 
unusual operation put him back 
on his feet 

Heatley sees health care as an 
issue that’s not getting enough 
attention in the election but one 
the NDP strongly backs. 

"A lot of the population is get¬ 
ting older, we’ve got to get con¬ 
cerned about our elders,” he said 
citing issues of housing as well 
as health. 

Reflecting on the federal gov¬ 
ernment's relations with native 
people in Canada, Headey said 
access to health care along with 
access to education are two 
issues for improving the lives of 
native people. 

The candidate said NDP 
Leader Jack Layton did well in 
the leadership debates but he 
dismissed hype in the media 
about the importance of the 
debates.

This election campaign is a Frere family affair

PELHAM — Sid Frere is in 
his second federal campaign 
for the Green Party of Canada 
and notices differences from 
the last time he ran for office. 

He ran in the 2008 federal 
election as well as in the pro¬ 
vincial election in 2007. 


In this one, the 70-year- 
old retired principal from 
Sdverdale, in West Lincoln has 
more help. 

“Rather than six of us car¬ 
rying the bulk of the work we 
have more than 20," he said 
about his campaign team. 
“Many of them are young.” 

His campaign is a family 
affair, his wife, Chris, his man¬ 


ager. They tour the riding with 
Green party signs on their 
Toyota Prius hybrid electric 
car. The couple have two grown 
children. 

Frere finds it a quieter cam¬ 
paign than previous ones. 

Tve only been asked to fill 
out three or four candidate 
questionnaires, during the last 
one I couldn’t keep up,” he said 


during an interview in Fonthill. 

Frere said the Green mes¬ 
sage attracts young people. 
They have more knowledge of 
environmental issues. Between 
the elections, he was invited 
to schools for environmental 
events such as tree plantings 
at Glynn A. Green. 

In his door-to-door cam¬ 
paigning, Frere has had 


questions about wind tur¬ 
bines. It’s a controversial 
issue in Caistor Centre. 

While he said he supports 
wind power generation, 
the Green candidate does 
not support the way the tur¬ 
bines are imposed on areas in 
Niagara.

“It’s talking to people on the 
doorsteps where you make a dif¬ 
ference. I like it, it’s great,” he said 
about the challenge of knock¬ 
ing on doors across the diverse 
riding.

Bryan Jongbloed attacks national debt

WEST LINCOLN - Bryan 
Jongbloed now knows why 
he took political science at 
Redeemer University College 
inAncaster. 

The 37-year-old landscaper 
puts his lessons into prac¬ 
tice as the Christian Heritage 
Party candidate in Niagara 
West-Glanbrook 

It’s his first experience as a 
standard bearer. In the past, he 
worked with CHP candidate 
Dave Bylsma. 

Jongbloed said he took some 
of his customers and acquain¬ 
tances by surprise. 

“They didn’t know I was in 
the party. They started asking 
questions,” he said. "Now I’m 
busy photocopying and faxing 
off information to them." 


The CHP has more local 
candidates in this election. 
It’s running in six connected 
Niagara area ridings; Niagara 
West-Glanbrook, Welland, 
Niagara Falls, St. Catharines, 
Hamilton Mountain and 


It’s a strong area for CHP, 
said Jongbloed. People here 
are interested in its conser¬ 
vative message. One day the 
party hopes to run candidates 
in all federal ridings. 

The CHP promotes socially 
and fiscally conservative poli¬ 
cies. It’s pro-life, favours tra¬ 
ditional marriage, abhors 
income tax and condemns the 
national debt 

"The Conservative party has 
moved too far to the centre,” 
said Jongbloed. 

Conservatives abandoned 
socially conservatism quite

a while ago and now they've 
abandoned fiscal conserva¬ 
tism, he said. For the candi¬ 
date, fiscal responsibility is a 
major issue. 


"The national debt affects 
everything else,” he said. It 
influences the size of govern¬ 
ment and what it spends on 
services. 

“The deficit needs to be 
brought into line,” he said. 
"CHP would make it illegal to 

The national debt, he said, 
“should be treated like a mort¬ 
gage with a plan to pay it oft” 

“Now the other parties just 
pay it down a little at a time 
when they feel like it” 

The CHP would borrow 
money but from the Bank of 
Canada at low rates. It would 
then pay off the debt and the 
repay its bank, he said. 

“We did it before to build 
infrastructure after the Second 
World Waif’ 

The CHP would eliminate 
income tax and replace it with 


a "fair tax," a type of sales tax. It 
would encourage savings and 
self-sufficiency. 

"Children should be raised 
by their parents,” said the can¬ 
didate who with wife Karen has 
five children aged two to 11. 

To help one parent stay 
home, the CHP would provide 
a family with $1,000 a month. 
It would draw the money 
from that spent on day care 
and other similar support 

With parents staying home, 
it would open up jobs to 
those now unemployed, he 
explained. 

When it comes to justice 
issues, Jongbloed favours stiff 
penalties but also restitution. 

Young people who commit 
violent crimes should he treated 
as adults, he said. However, 
young people who commit non¬ 


violent crimes, such as breaking 
into a home, should repay the 
damage and the loss. 

That may mean getting a job 
to do it and surrendering wages, 
he said. 

“If they go to jail, they’ll just 
learn to be better criminals,” he 
said 

Jongbloed lives in West 
Lincoln between Wellandport 
and Bismarck For the owner of a 
landscaping business, the election 
came atabad time with the arrival 
of spring 

“I'm pretty busy cleaning up 
winter damage and rolling fields,” 
he said in an interview at his 
rural home. "But at least now I 
know why I was guided to politi¬ 
cal science.” 

In the 2008 local election, 
CHP candidate Dave Bylsma 
finished fifth. This time he is 
running in St. Catharines.

THOROLD — Niagara has its 
own unique signs that summer 
is just around the comet 

At wineries throughout the 
region, there’s new growth on 
the grape vines. Down at Henley 
Island and on the Welland 
courses the rowers are out and 
at Merrittville Speedway, Pete 
Bicknell has the auto racing 
track ready. 

“Yeah, it won’t be long until 
summer is here. The weather¬ 
man has been a bit off this 
spring, but the nice weather is 
just around the corned’ Bicknell, 
the track’s co-owner, said as he 
took a break from work beside 
his grader at the oval-shaped 
raceway in Thorold. 

With the 358-modified, 
Hoosier stock and sportsman 
divisions competed Saturday 
night, Bicknell had an assort¬ 
ment of duties to complete, 
but his first priority is getting 
Merrittville race-ready. 

‘You have to get the frost out 
of the ground and then get the 
ground toughened up enough 
so that it doesn’t break up and 
stays nice and smooth” 

This year the speedway will 
celebrate its 60th anniversary, 
and Bicknell would love to see 
60 more years of race-night 

“I hope it will be here, but I 


know I won’t be here that long,” 
he said as he started laughing. 
“Racing is strong in this area, 
and our car counts continue to 
rise. 

Bicknell has been in the game 
40 years and took home his 20th 
track title last year and, unfor¬ 
tunately for his competitors, the 
life-long speedster shows no 
signs of slowing down to focus 
on running Bicknell Racing 
Products. 

“I will be racing here and I 
always race hard, no matter what 
is going on. When I am on the 
track, I am a different person. I 
am a raced’ 

This year, the 358-modified 
division will be more com¬ 
petitive than ever. Young guns, 
such as Mat Williamson, Mike 
Bowman, Mark D’Blario, and 
Brandon Easey, will be looking 
to make a name for themselves 
by taking the ride, while such 
time-tested veterans as Scott 
Wood, Tim Jones, Rich Richner 
and Fred Carleton will be seek¬ 
ing to win their first-ever points 
championship at the Thorold 
track. 

“It will be a really good com¬ 
petition this year for the title. 
With all the young blood coming 
up and the veterans who run 
here, we are going to have an 
exciting season,” Bicknell said. 

Following the “don’t fix it 
if it ain’t broke” philosophy, 
the track layout will have no 


major changes this year, but 
Bicknell and track co-owner 
Randy Williamson have slightly 
reshaped the track. 

“We took a little bit of bank 
out of Turn 1 and Turn 4. We 
straightened the front straight¬ 
away a little and widened the 
whole track by taking some 
material out Overall, the track 
is in great shape and ready for 
competition,” Bicknell said. 

While her father is taking 
care of getting the track ready 
for the cars, Erica Bicknell, the 
speedway’s general manager, 
prepared the facilities for the 
fans who faithfully fill the grand¬ 
stands every weekend. 

She said she’s looking forward 
to celebrating the track’s 60th 
anniversary and a special night 
is planned for Saturday, July 16. 
There will be a nostalgia night 
with many cars from the past 
and trivia questions with prizes. 

”1 encourage people in the 
stands to study because some 
of the questions go way back,” 
she said 

The biggest question for 
everyone involved in racing, 
and for those planning weekend 
celebrations for the summer of 
2011, is whether Mother Nature 
will co-operate? 

“Who cares if it’s cold and 
who cares if it’s hot? As long as 
it’s sunny, our doors will open at 
5:30 p.m. and racing starts at 7 p.

The Jaguar XF gets refreshed 
exterior styling for 2012 to put 
it more in line with the larger 
XJ. Three different front and 
rear end treatments are meant 
to differentiate between the 
different levels. 

All models get HID xenon 
headlamps with LED daytime 
running lights in a distinc¬ 
tive “J-Blade” signature. At 
the top of the model range, 
the XFR gets more aggres¬ 
sive styling with larger lower 
front intakes to provide more 
air for the 510-horsepower 
supercharged engine. The 
Supercharged model also 
gets a hood fitted with louvers 
featuring the “supercharged” 

At the other end, new LED 
turn, stop and taillamps are 
separated by a revised trunk 
lid with gloss black lower 
edge. All models get a power 
latch. New alloy wheels (in 
18-, 19- and 20-inch diame¬ 
ters) and three new exterior 
colours finish off the exte¬ 
rior makeover 

Inside, there are new seats 
and trim, a full colour instru¬ 
ment panel, infotainment 
system, and an optional 1200 
watt 17-speaker Bowers & 
Wilkins premium surround 
sound system. The multime¬ 
dia centre features more but¬ 


tons below the touchscreen 
for better control over more 
functions. Also, steering 
wheel buttons and switch- 
gear have a soft feel black 
paint finish, as does the gear 
shift knob that pops up out of 
the centre console. 

Ail XFs come with a hard- 
drive based satellite navi¬ 
gation system that can also 
store up to 10 CDs, creating 
a 'virtual' CD changer, which 
can them play back music 
as if they were all part of one 
medium. The system also 
offers multiple options for 
portable players, with two 
USB ports and Bluetooth 
connectivity to handle music 
streamed from a Smartphone. 
And most of the functions 
can also be controlled by 
Jaguar’s Interactive Voice 
functionality. 

Beyond all the appear¬ 
ance changes, the XF stays 
pretty much the same in 
terms of mechanicals, with 
power coming from either 
a 385 horsepower 5.0-litre 
V8 or the 510 horsepower 
supercharged version. Both 
are controlled by six-speed 
automatics, with sequential 
shifting manual mode. 

Underneath, XF rides on a 
fully independent suspension 
set-up of front double wish¬ 
bones and rear multi-links, 
with coil springs and stabiliz¬ 
ers front and rear.
